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Foreword 

Authors  who  celebrate  publication  of  their  one-hun¬ 
dredth  book  are  never  a  numerous  company.  Even  then 
their  ranks  are  usually  filled  with  writers  who  specialize 
in  some  type  of  popular  novel — detective,  romance, 
western,  etc.  The  hierarchy  comprises  a  few  authors  of 
serious  purpose  whose  probing  minds  and  questing 
search  range  across  the  whole  of  man’s  potential. 

This  variety  of  interest  makes  it  impossible  to  identify 
the  work  of  August  Derleth  by  any  label  or  to  classify 
him  easily — he  is  sut  generis.  But  it  has  also  made  pos¬ 
sible  the  scale  and  scope  of  the  works  in  many  fields 
that  complete  his  first  hundred  books. 

To  many  readers  August  Derleth  is  a  regional  author 
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because  he  has  chronicled  extensively  the  people,  lore, 
events  and  background  of  his  native  “Sac  Prairie”  (Sauk 
City-Prairie  du  Sac)  in  particular,  Wisconsin  in  general. 
To  others  he  is  a  poet  of  nature  with  a  keen  eye  and  a 
sharp  ear  for  the  wonderworld  around  him.  Still  others 
know  him  as  a  foremost  anthologist  of  macabre  tales 
and  science-fiction.  Devotees  of  fantasy  and  the  super¬ 
natural  cherish  his  own  stories  of  eerie  unease  collected 
into  several  volumes.  Connoisseurs  of  detection  follow 
the  exploits  of  his  Solar  Pons,  while  the  tastes  of  still 
other  readers  turn  to  his  biographies,  histories,  books  of 
childhood  verse,  or  juvenile  and  teen-age  adventures. 

August  Derleth’s  achievement  is  indeed  remarkable — 
his  hundredth  book  in  his  54th  year.  It  is  also  its  own 
testimony  to  his  immense  energy  and  hard  labors,  to  his 
fertile  imagination  combined  with  perception  in  depth, 
to  his  self-discipline  and  his  genius  at  organization.  Yet 
his  hundredth  book,  landmark  though  it  is,  represents 
only  the  link  of  continuity,  with  more  to  come. 

The  highest  expression  of  creative  genius  in  any  of 
the  arts  has  always  concerned  itself  with  three  basic 
problems  common  to  all  mankind:  the  individual's  un¬ 
derstanding  of  himself;  his  relationship  to  his  fellow- 
men;  and  his  place  in  the  universe.  All  three  concerns 
interweave  through  the  short  stories,  novels,  poems,  and 
miscellaneous  prose  of  August  Derleth.  But  only  the 
distant  verdict  of  time  can  determine  which  of  his  works 
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will  have  the  most  enduring  value,  the  permanence  of 
perpetuity.  Very  likely  these  will  be  found  not  only  in 
the  books  listed  herein,  but  among  other  major  works  in 
progress,  when  these  are  published  among  the  second 
hundred.
